WEATHER BUREAU'S 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
MID-NOVEMBER TO MID-DECEMBER 1968 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for mid-November to mid-December calls for 
temperatures to average below seasonal normals over most of the Nation except 
for near normal averages in the Great Lakes region and coastal areas of the 
Middle and North Atlantic States. The coldest areas relative to normal are 
indicated as the southern Plains and the gulf coast. Precipitation is predicted 
to exceed normal over the western third and eastern fourth of the Nation with 
about normal amounts in between. Owing to the low temperatures predicted, some 
of the precipitation over the northern half of the country and especially at 
higher elevations in the West, is expected to be in the form of snow.

WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING NOVEMBER 18 


HIGHLIGHTS: A cold, cloudy, stormy week with subzero temperatures occurring in 
the central Rockies and the Great Plains and heavy snow in the western and 
eastern mountains and parts of the northern Great Plains. 


-PRECIPITATION: A large storm moved up the Atlantic coast early in the week 
producing generous rains in the Piedmont and coastal areas and heavy snow in 

the Appalachians. Snow depths reached a foot or more in the mountains of the 
Carolinas and at spots farther north in Virginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, New 
York, and New England. Winds gusted 40 to 70 m.p.h. along the middle 

Atlantic coast causing heavy damage. The storm began to subside about Wednesday 
and by Thursday forenoon, light flurries continued over the northern Appalachians 
from Pennsylvania to New England. As the storm decreased in the Northeast, a 
new storm developed in the Southwest. By Thursday morning, some mountain roads 
in Colorado had already become snow-clogged and snow was beginning to fall at 
higher elevations in northern Arizona and New Mexico. Rains soaked the lower 
regions and spread eastward to the Great Plains. Thunderstorms developed and 

a few tornadoes occurred in the Deep South. Damage was not generally extensive 
and injuries were relatively few. Weather of the week continued on page 1075. 
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SPECIAL INSECTS OF REGIONAL SIGNIFICANCE 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - NEW MEXICO - Light in late-maturing grain 
sorghum at Hobbs area, Lea County. (Mathews). OKLAHOMA - Averaged 65 per foot 

in Payne County barley and 15 per foot in Osage County wheat. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
INDIANA - Infested 26.89 percent fewer plants statewide in 1968. Degree of 
infestations in 1968 (compared with 1967): Light - 31.80 percent in 1968 

(30.3 percent in 1967), moderate - 7.98 (28.0), and heavy - 3.51 (11.90). All 
infestations over 56 percent in northern districts and in the south-southeast 
district. Highest infestation (77 percent) in north-central district. (Huber, 
Nov. 8). MISSOURI - Mainly this aphid moderate, 20-60 per row foot, on southeast 
area barley. (Munson). 


GREENBUG (Schizaphis graminum (In broad sense))* - CALIFORNIA - Nymphs light on 
Johnson grass at San Pasqual, San Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - 
Maximum numbers ranged 10-200 per row foot of wheat in 12 panhandle counties 
surveyed November 12-13; highest (150-200 per foot) in Motley, Hall, and Swisher 
Counties. Wheat generally large; controls not needed yet. (Daniels). Light 
numbers, averaged about 10-15 per foot, widespread on wheat and oats near 

La Pryor, Zavala County. Very light at Batesville and other areas west of La 
Pryor. Some activity noted in Rolling Plains. (Tapscott, Boring). OKLAHOMA - 
Ranged 45-50 per row foot of Washita County wheat. Some fields sprayed. 
Generally ranged 1-12 per foot in Jackson, Cotton, Tillman, Kiowa, Payne, Noble, 
Pawnee, Osage, and Ellis Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS - Very light on 
southwest area wheat. None found in Ness, Rush, Barton, and Ellsworth Counties. 
(Redding). Ranged 1-11 per row foot in Gove and Lane Counties. Unchanged, 
35-85 per foot, from levels of 2 weeks ago on Doniphan and Atchison County 
wheat. (Simpson). NEBRASKA - Activity in panhandle area wheat reduced due to 
cool weather. (Hagen). SOUTH DAKOTA - Continues to damage winter wheat in 
west-central area in spite of several nights with temperatures in 20's and some 
snow cover for 2 days. Aerial application of insecticides continued when 
temperatures above 40°F. (Jones). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - OKLAHOMA - Averaged 500 per 10 
sweeps of Payne County alfalfa; paraSites active. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NEW 
MEXICO - Ranged 5-8 per 10 trifoliate leaves on alfalfa in Albuquerque area, 
Bernalillo County. (Heninger). ARIZONA - Averaged 500 per 100 sweeps on 
alfalfa at Eloy and Toltec areas, Pinal County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 

CALIFORNIA - Medium on alfalfa plantings at El Centro, Imperial County. (Cal. 
Coop. Rpt.). WASHINGTON - A winged migrant captured August 21 from yellow trap 
pan at Yakima, Yakima County. Determined by L.M. Russell. (Landis). 


CORN, SORGHUM, SUGARCANE 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Diatraea grandiosella) - KANSAS - Percent infestation by 
county: Chase 4-20, Lyon 4-8, Butler 12-20, Marion 0-4; four fields: examined 

in each county. (Redding). NEW MEXICO - Larvae in about 50 percent of corn- 
stalks in Lea County and 25 percent of cornstalks in Chaves County. Ratio of 
larvae per stalk lower in 1968 than in 1967 in Chaves County. (Mathews). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Fall abundance survey 
indicated apparent increase of populations to 1966 levels in Sanborn County. No 
appreciable change compared with 1967 in Hanson and McCook Counties. (Jones). 


SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) - OKLAHOMA - Damaged 85 percent of grain 
per sorghum head in Weatherford area, Custer County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


*According to recent taxonomic studies by L.M. Russell. This aphid on sorghum 
appears to be this species. 
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SMALL GRAINS 


WINTER GRAIN MITE (Penthaleus major) - OKLAHOMA - Ranged 20-50 per row foot of 
wheat in Cotton, Jackson, and Tillman Counties; averaged 3 per foot in Pawnee 
County field. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


TURF, PASTURES, RANGELAND 


GRANULATE CUTWORM (Feltia subterranea) - CALIFORNIA - Larvae medium on dichondra 
lawns at Kingsburg, Fresno County. Cutworms unusually abundant in dichondra 
Fans waAWIS (CA COOM>s IBDEs))c 


FIRE ANT (Solenopsis geminata) - TEXAS - Many mounds in pastureland and along 
highway rights-of-way at Plantersville, Anderson, Roans Prairie, and Shiro areas 
of Grimes County. (Barham, Green). 


MARCH FLIES (Dilophus spp.) - ARKANSAS - D. serotinus collected from Jefferson 
County and determined by E.P. Rouse. (Boyer, Nov. 8). D. serotinus numerous at 
Pine Bluff. Large numbers in lawns. Also on buildings and outdoor clotheslines. 
(Boyer). CALIFORNIA - D. orbatus adults heavy on lawns at Pleasant Hill, Contra 
Costa County, and at Larkspur, Marin County. Nuisance to homeowners this fall. 
(CRIL > COOM>s IBDIES)) 6 


FORAGE LEGUMES 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - ARIZONA - Adults averaging 
250 per 100 sweeps of Pinal County alfalfa. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


PEA APHID (Acyrthosiphon pisum) - ARIZONA - Averaging 200 per 100 sweeps of Pinal 
County alfalfa. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - Averaged 15 per 10 sweeps on 
alfalfa checked in Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - ARIZONA - Decreased on Pinal County alfalfa; averaging 
150 adults and 100 nymphs per 100 sweeps. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). OKLAHOMA - L. 
lineolaris averaged 9 per 10 sweeps of Payne County alfalfa. (Okla. Coop. 

Sur. 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - UTAH - Adults numerous on duff beneath oak 
brush at north Farmington, Davis County, one-third mile from alfalfa field. 
(Knowlton, Nov. 15). WISCONSIN - Reported for first time in Sauk County. (Wis. 
Ins. Sur.). 


COTTON 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - ALABAMA - Recent below freezing temperatures 
throughout State destroyed larvae in top squares and bolls; remaining younger 
adults seeking hibernation. Weather of past 20-75 days and very high weevil 
population helped high number of adults to enter hibernation. Recent 20°F. 
temperatures in northern area should not affect survival. (McQueen). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp.) - ALABAMA - Recent below freezing temperatures 
throughout State destroyed host crops and larvae in top squares and bolls. Due 
to heavy larval population of past 20-90 days, high number of pupae should be in 
soil throughout State. (McQueen). 
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SUGARBEETS 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - ARIZONA - Averaging 2 per plant in Pinal 
County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


COLE CROPS 


POPLAR PETIOLE GALL APHID (Pemphigus populitransversus) - ALABAMA - Alates moved 
to turnips and other plant roots in central area. Nymphs 10-15 per plant on 
developing turnip roots at several Lee County locations. Widespread infestations 
possible in commercial plantings and home gardens. (McQueen). 


GENERAL VEGETABLES 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - ARIZONA - Larvae persist on Pinal County 
lettuce; averaging 2 per head. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


Weather of week continued from page 1072. 

A weekend storm dumped heavy snow in the northern Great Plains. Duluth, 
Minnesota, measured 18 inches on the ground Monday morning, November 18. A 

storm off the north Pacific coast brought Several inches of rain along the coast 
and heavy Snow in the Oregon Cascades and California Sierras. One of the 
earliest snowstorms of record in the Appalachians dumped from 6 to 15 inches from 
South Carolina to New England. 


TEMPERATURE: Temperatures averaged slightly above normal in the Northwest, in 
northern Minnesota, and from Arizona to Texas, and below normal over most of the 
rest of the Nation. Portions of the central Great Plains averaged 4° to 6 colder 
than normal. A cooling trend occurred over most of the western half of the 
Nation. .Most of Montana and Wyoming remained below 32° on Saturday and Sunday. 
Mild temperatures continued in Texas through most of the week becoming somewhat 
cooler in northern Texas over the weekend. Cold air funneled into the Deep South 
behind the storm which was centered off the South Carolina coast on Monday. On 
Monday afternoon the temperature at Atlanta reached 39°, the same as Bismarck, 
North Dakota. The following morning, the minimum temperatures at those locations 
were: Atlanta 25°, Bismarck 26°. At this time of year, 39° is about normal for 
an afternoon reading at Bismarck and for an early morning temperature at 

Atlanta. Most of the East warmed late in the week with maximums reaching the 
50's in the Ohio River Valley and the 80's in Florida. (Summary supplied by 
Environmental Data Service, ESSA.)

AEGERIID MOTHS - ALABAMA - Synanthedon pictipes and Sanninoidea exitiosa larvae 
heavy at and below ground line in 95-100 percent of one to 8-year-old peach and 
plum trees at several locations in Lee and Jefferson Counties. Heavy in nearby 
ornamental fruit trees. (McQueen). 


WALNUT HUSK FLY (Rhagoletis completa) - UTAH - Larvae numerous in black walnuts 
at Sunset, Davis County. (Knowlton, Nov. 15). 


OTHER TROP. & SUBTROP. FRUITS 


A WEEVIL (Brachyrhinus cribricollis) - CALIFORNIA - Medium on olive trees at 
Beaumont, Riverside County. (GalmeGoops Rpt.) 


ORNAMENTALS 


STRIPED MEALYBUG (Ferrisia virgata) - CALIFORNIA - Collected on wistaria, 
Japanese privet, grape, oriental plane, and catalpa at Redding, Shasta County. 
Mealybugs on wistaria heavily parasitized by pupae of parasitie flies. Only 
other known infestation in State occurs in Imperial County. (Cal Goopr 
Rpts)! s 


A CONIFER APHID (Cinara sp.) - NEW MEXICO - Light to heavy on ornamental 
junipers at Albuquerque area, Bernalillo County. (Heninger). 


A SNAIL (Vallonia pulchella) - ARIZONA - Heavy on wandering jew and dichondra at 
home in northwest Phoenix, Maricopa County. Determined by T. Kono. (Ariz. 
Coop. Sur., Nov. 8). 


FOREST AND SHADE TREES 


CONIFER APHIDS (Eulachnus spp.) - ALABAMA - Light numbers of alates and groups of 
nymphs appearing on loblolly pines in central area. The lady beetles Hippodamia 
convergens, Cycloneda sanguinea, and Chilocorus stigma feeding on aphids during 
Warmer periods; Lady beetles very active in Spite of 25°F. temperatures. 
(McQueen). 


TWIG GIRDLER (Oncideres cingulata) - TEXAS - Medium and widespread on oaks, 
pecans, and elms near Giddings, Lee County. (Spivey). 


APHIDS - CALIFORNIA - Myzocallis walsShii nymphs and adults heavy on oak tree 
nursery stock at Selma, Fresno County. All stages of Eriosoma americanum heavy 
on fruitless mulberry leaves at Biggs, Butte County. Late, medium numbers of 
Drepanaphis acerifoliae on maple trees at Fresno, Fresno County. First frosts 
occurred November 14; should retard or eliminate many pests. (Gall. «Coops. Rpt.)

AN EARWIG (Labidura riparia) - ARIZONA - General nuisance around entryways to 
homes at night in Salt River Valley urban areas of Maricopa County. Gasiize 
Coop. Sur.).

INDIAN-MEAL MOTH (Plodia interpunctella) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Numerous on outsides 
of bags of peanut meal feed in Pickens County. Determined by R.C. Fox. 
(Nettles, Nov. 13). 


HIDE BEETLE (Dermestes maculatus) - MISSOURI - Adults and larvae numerous in 
bales of rabbit pelts in warehouse of hat factory in Maries County. Feeding 
caused serious manufacturing problems. Mostly found in pelts imported from 
outside of United States. (Peters). 


SAW-TOOTHED GRAIN BEETLE (Oryzaephilus surinamensis) - MINNESOTA - Caused nearly 
every insect infestation found in Stored products. (Minn. Ins. Rpt., Nov. 8).

CONVERGENT LADY BEETLE (Hippodamia convergens) - NEW MEXICO - Adults and pupae 
very abundant on infested junipers at Alameda, Bernalillo County. (Heninger). 


GREEN LACEWINGS (Chrysopa spp.) - ARIZONA - Larvae averaging 30 per 100 sweeps 
oftePinalmcountysaltaltass (Ariz. Coop. Sur.) . 


A STINK BUG (Stiretrus anchorago) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Preying on nymphs of 
Epilachna varivestis (Mexican bean beetle) at Columbia, Richland County. 
Determined by R.C. Froeschner. (McAlister, Nov. 13).

Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA - During October, 534 lint cleaner inspections made. 
Larval counts below those at same time in 1967. About 60 percent of cotton 
picked and ginned. (PPC). CALIFORNIA - First pick about 70 percent completed 
in Kern County; harvest about two weeks ahead of schedule; yields good. Inspec- 
tion of over 360,000 green bolls this season negative. Sterile moth drops 
averaging 60,000 per day. All San Joaquin Valley counties negative so far this 
season, First pick 75-90 percent completed in Riverside County; few growers 
have already Shredded and plowed once. First pick about 20 percent completed in 
Imperial Valley proper. In Bard area first pick about 90 percent and second 
pick 70 percent completed. Shredding and plowing progressing well. (Cal. Coop. 
Rpt.) 


SWEETPOTATO WEEVIL (Cylas formicarius elegantulus) - LOUISIANA - Adults medium 
on Sweetpotatoes at CouShatta, Red River Parish, for new parish record. 
Collected by F. Harper, November 7, 1968. Determined by V.H. Owens. (PPC). 


WEST INDIAN SUGARCANE ROOT BORER (Diaprepes abbreviatus) - FLORIDA - Adults still 
being found on leaves of orange and grapefruit trees at Zellwood and Plymouth 
area of Orange County. (Bentley et al., Nov. 8).

General Vegetables - CARMINE SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus cinnabarinus) heavy to 
severe on many crops, especially snap beans and cucumbers at Waianae and 
Waimanalo, Oahu. Unusually heavy at this time due to extremely warm temperatures 
| of past weeks. (Yamamoto, Sato). BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) and LEAF 

MINER FLIES (Liriomyza spp.) moderate on green onions at Waianae, Oahu; trace to 
| light on green onions at Koko Head and Waimanalo. (Ohashi). TOMATO RUSSET MITE 
(Aculops lycopersici) unusually heavy in tomato field at Waianae, Oahu. Normally 
negligible to trace in commercial tomato plantings. (Yamamoto). 


| Fruits - Large MANGO TIP BORER (Bombotelia jocosatrix) larvae feeding on mango 
blossoms on a tree at Manoa, Oahu; about 6 larvae per blossom spray.

General Pests - CHINESE ROSE BEETLE (Adoretus sinicus) adults heavy, attracted to 
night lights, at Makawao, Maui; defoliated rose and apple plantings. (Miyahira).

_ Culex pipiens quinquefasciatus in 48 light traps on Oahu during October, Aedes 
Catches highest at Kahuku (267). Culex high at Kawailoa (2,382), Kailua (2,231), 
and Nanakuli (1,745).

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CHANGE IN SCIENTIFIC NAME 
Names of the Two-Spotted Spider Mite and the 
Carmine Spider Mite to be Redesignated 
Floyd F. Smith and Edward W. Baker 1/ 


In the most recent list of approved common names (''Common Names of Insects Approved 
by the Entomological Society of America."' Ent. Soc. Amer. Bul. 11(4):290, 301, 
316, 1965), the name of the two-spotted spider mite was changed from Tetranychus 
telarius (L.) to T. urticae Koch, and the name of the carmine spider mite was 
changed from T. cinnabarinus (Boisduval) to T. telarius (L.). Entomologists and 
acarologists Concerned with mite problems have objected to these changes because 
of confusion in the literature. The changes were made in response to proposals 
by Gudo Dosse and H. Bruce Boudreaux to the International Committee on 

Scientific Names. G.L. van Eyndhoven concurrently made counter proposals and 
arguments to the same committee. ‘The committee, which includes G.O. Evans, had 
postponed final action on the proposed changes because of the lack of agreement 
among recognized specialists. At the Congress of Acarology, held in 1967 at the 
University of Nottingham, England, Boudreaux and Eyndhoven came to the following 
agreement in discussions with Evans and prepared a joint statement and recommenda- 
tion to the committee. They now propose: (1) To retain the name T. urticae Koch 
for the two-spotted spider mite, which is green; and (2) to continue the use of 
T. Cinnabarinus (Boisduval), which is red, as the name for the carmine spider 
mite in Europe, America, and Japan. Both men believe that more than one species 
of red cinnabarinus may be involved. If more than one species is found, future 
designations can refer them to a cinnabarinus complex or by species names other 
than cinnabarinus. This joint agreement is highly important in establishing the 
identity of two economically important spider mites and averting confusion in the 
literature. 


Change of Name of the Strawberry Spider Mite 
Edward W. Baker 1/ 


The scientific name of the strawberry spider mite has been known almost worldwide 
as Tetranychus atlanticus McGregor, 1941 (see ''Common Names of Insects Approved 

by the Entomological Society of America."" Ent. Soc. Amer. Bul. 11(4):300, 316, 
1965). In 1961 B.A. Wainstein of USSR synonomyzed this species with T. turkestani 
Ugarov and Nikolski, 1937. Inadequate figures and lack of Russian specimens at 
that time prevented further checking by us. The late Dr. A.E. Pritchard eventually 
obtained specimens of T. turkestani from southern USSR, and after long study of 
those specimens I have come to the conclusion that T. atlanticus and T. turkestani 
are the same species. Tetranychus turkestani Ugarov and Nikolski is the name to 

be used for the strawberry Spider mite.
